The significance of such a disaster 
as that which has thus overtaken a 
city known for its size and commer- 
cial significance as “the: Lombardy of 
Central Asia,” cannot be appreciated, 
save in the light of facts showing 
something of what Andizhan meant,: 
not only for Turkestan, but also for 
Central Asia, and therefore for thr 
Russian empire. 


The province is 28,222 square miles- 


in area, four-fifths of it being moun- 
tainous _ territory. Its inhabitants 


settled agriculturists, while the re- 
maindér-follow the life of pastoral no- 
mads, and inelude such strange and 
diverse races as Aryan_! Tazhiks, Sarts, 
Turkish Uzbegs Kipchake_o and Kara- 
Kirghiz, the latter being nomadic | in 
their habits. 

Architecturally, Andizhan could not 
be called beautiful. As in many other 
towns and citics of Central Asia, its 
public trade - was represented in Andi- 
zhan by a single street,on which most 
of the bazaars and stores, the hatels 
and apothecary shops, were ta be 
found. This was known as the Nik- 
olaevsky Prospekt. It was a rather 
wide thoroughfare, planted on both 
sides with elms, whose blossoming 
gave the “prospekt” a fine appearance 
in summer. The houses of Andizhan 
consisted mainly of small, one-story 
buildings. These, with spaces be 
tween, lined the prospekt on each 
side. 

At one end of the Nikolaevsky there 
was a railway depot, erected in 1896; 
at the other stood a church, dedicated 
to and bearing the name of St. Ser- 
gius Radonezhsky. This was the only 
orthodox place of worship in Andi- 
zhan, and fermed -with its surround- 
ing gardens one of the prettiest archi- 
tectural features of the city.

Down came government buildings. 
hotels, factories, stores, dwelling 
houses and almost before the shrieks 
of the dying could announce the catas- 
trophe, Andizhan was a heap of ruins. 

“The second shock destroyed it; yet 
dn a few minutes other disturbances 
follewed, and then, succeeding each 
other “with merciless regularity," 
came shock after_shock, completing 
the devastation alread wrought, add: 
ing to the confusion, the “terror and 
the toss of life and making. eseapé 
from the smoking and dust-obscured 
debris, even by those who still lived, 
an impossibility. 

But no imagination can adequatcly 
realize the scenes of that fearful half: 
hour which followed the second shock, 
during which from 4,000 to 10,000 Iwu- 
man beings found their graves beneath 
the debris of falling walls and collaps- 
ing roofs—cut off from every hope of 
Tescue, and where not killed im- 
mediately, doomed to await death in 
its most terrible form. All night long 
the shocks continued, nor had the 
seismic wave tiat beat upon Andizhan 
exhausted itself even on the following 
day. 

Thus far it has not been possible to 
estimate the cost of the earthquake in 
destruction of property.

tufted, similar to those by which the 
ivy clings to walls. “Owing . to their 
energetic absorptive power, these’ root- 
Jets, greedy for water, had also in- 
yadedand choked the conduits so that 
the outflow from the spring ‘wai great- 
ly reduced. We may say, then, that 
although certain species of éucalyptus
